NOR the better encouragement of fuch perfens as have or fhall have 
la any kind of wrought plate, to bring the fame to be coined into the 
lawful coins of this realm; and to the end the fpecies of lawful moneys 
znay be increased, for the advantage of commerce and other publick af- 

yirs; be it enacted by the King’s moít excellent malen y by 
and with the advice and confent of the lords {piritual and tem- 
poral, and commons in this prefent parliament affiembled, and 
by the authority of the fame, “That any perion or perfons, Te 
tives or forcigners, bodies politick or corporate, that fhall 2 1er 
By themfelves, or by their fervants or others that they reftpec- 
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plate of any fort or kind whatfoever, at any time or times, be- 
tween the firft day of January, one thoufand fix hundred mine- 
7 fix, and the fourth day of Nevember, cone thoufand fix hun- 
red ninety feven, either into his Majefty’s mints, or any of 
them within this realm of England, or to fuch perfon or perfons, 
as by his Majefty, under his royal fign manual, fhall be autho-

of Afarch make any filver veffiels, plate, or manufactured filver, good contrary 
contrary to this aét, and the fame fhall be touched, marked, or to this act. 
allowed for good by the wardens or matters of the faid myftery, 
or thofe authorized or imployed by them for the eflaying and 
marking of plate, and if in the fame there fhall be found any 
falfho or deceit; then the wardens and corporation of that 
myftery, for the time being, fhall forfeit and pay the value of 
the plate fo deceitfully marked, the one half thereof to the King, 
and the other half to any perfon or perfonms that fhall buy the 
fame, and be grieved thereby, to be recovered, as aforefaid ; any 
thing in this or any former act or acts of parliament contained, 
or any other order or provifion heretofore made, to the contra- 
ry notwithftanding. 
X. And whereas feveral perfons who are pofleffed of plate, 

who are or fhall be affeffed by an act, intituled, An a? for grant- 
ing an aid to his Adajeffy, as wel! by a land tax, as by feveral m 
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dies and other duties payable for one year, for or in refpect of their 
manors, lands, tenements, rents, offices, perfons, ftocks, debts, 
or other matters or things charged by the faid act, or fhall be 
charged by other act or acts that fhall be pafied this fefflhons of 
parliament, and may be willing and defirous to pay or fatisfy in 
wrought plate, having the hall- mark, at the rate of five fhillings 
and four pence an ounce, all or feveral of the monthly payments 
by the faid act intended to be fatisfied by them, and all other 
payments that fhall become due by any aé¢t or acts that fhall be 
paifed this feffions of parliament, be it further enacted by the 
authority aforefaid, “That it fhall and may be lawful to and for 
any perion or perfons, at any time before the firít day of Fune, 
one thoufand fix hundred ninety feven, to fatisfy and pay the 
re{pective collector or collectors, in fuch wrought plate, at fuch 
rate, as aforefaid, without any deduction for foader, unlefs for 
fuch foader as fhall be in any hollow part of the faid plate, all 
or any fuch monthly or other payments affeffied upon him, her 
or them, for the faid whole year, or for any months thereof, be- 
fore hand, which faid collectors are hereby enjoined and requir- 
ed upon every fuch payment fo made before hand, to give tbe 
party or parties paying the fame an acquittance, exprefiing the 
fur received for fuch monthly or other payments for the reípec- 
tive manors, lands, tenements, rents, offices, perfons, ftocks, 
debts, or other matters or things for which fuch payments fhall 
be fo made; and every fuch acquittance fhall be a good dif- 
charge againft his Majefty, his heirs and fuccefiors, as if the fums 
chargeable by the faid act on fuch manors, lands, tenements, 
rents, offices, perfons, ftocks, debts, or other matters or things 
were affeffed or anfwered at fuch feveral and refpective monthly 
or other payments, as aforefaid; any thing in the faid act con- 
tained to the contrary notwithitanding. 

XI. And to the end that fuch hammered filver coin of this 
kingdom as is made current in payments at the rate of five fhil- 
lings and two pence by the ounce troy, and is and fhall be from 
time to time brought and paid into the receipt of his Majefty’s 
Exchequer at that rate, may be recoined, and that all fuch plate 
as is authorized by this act, to be received at the rate of five 
fhillings and four pence an ounce, until the faid firft day of Fume, 
one thoufand fix hundred ninety feven, for the aid, fubfidy or 
other payments aforefaid, may alfo be converted into the lawful 
coins of this realm, be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
faid, That all fuch hammered filver coin or plate fo received, or 
to be received, fhall from time to time, by the direction of the 
commiffioners of his Majefty’s treafury, or any one or more of 
them now being, or the high treafurer, or any one ar more of 
the commiffioners of the treafury for the time being (who have 
hereby full power and authority given them in that behalf) be

tend, at the receipt of Exchequer, for payment of principal, 
intere{t, annuities or other uies, or by the refpective receivers 
general upon bills of credit in fuch and the like courfe, order, 
manner and form as ought to have been obferved in cafe the 
receipt or collection in plate or fuch hammered money had been 
made in the lawful and current monies of this realm, amd foas 
that in all cales where any of the faid hammered money, or the 
money for which fuch plate fhall be received, were appropriated 
by any act or acts of parliament for fatisfaction of loans or an- 
muities, or for payment of bills of credit, or for any other ufes, 
the new monies coming inftead thereof (fo far as the fame will 
extend) thall be appropriated, iffued and applied to the fame 
refpective ufes, and in the fame courfe and order as are pre- 
{cribed by fuch acts, without being diverted or divertibleto any 
other ufe, or being mifapplied, under the penalty of incurring 
the fame forfeitures and difabilities by the officers of the Ex- 
chequer, receivers general, and other perfons concerned there- 
in, as they would have incurred for diverting or mifapplying the 
lawful and current monies of fuch taxes or revenues, or other 
branches refpectively.

An a& to reftore the market at Blackwell Hall zo the clo- 
thiers, and for regulating the factors there. 

Orafmuch as of late years, by the great increase of the Jaé¥ars 
he of Blackwell Hall zz the city of London, and by the advan- 
tages given them by the governcrs of the faid hall, not only in affign- 
ing them the rnoft comventient ligPtss Lut ermitling therm to bire tvare- 
houfes in the faid hall to their oton wfes, into which thev enter upon 
thofe days that are no market days, and carry the clethiers cloths thence 
and expofe them to fale in a clandefline manner in their cor houses, 
zvhereby great inconvenience and difcouragement hath accrued to the 
clothing trade, on which the welfare of this naticn very much depen ds - 
For remedy hereof, be it enacted by the King’s moft excellent 
majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords iini- 
ritual and teniporal, and commons, in this prefent parliament 
affembled, and by the authority of the fame, That from and 
atter the fir day of Aur, which íhall be in the year of our 
Lord one thoufand 1ix hundred ninety feven, the governors of 
Blechwell Frail, and their deputies, flhall ttrictly perform, observe 
and keep the fet times and rules herein atter limited ind ap- 
pointed for the exact keeping and government of the publick mar- 
ket ot leckeevell Lie’, that is to lay, “Whe faid market fhall bu- 
era 
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gin and be held on every Thurfday, Friday, and Saturday, from 
eight of the clock in the forenoon, until twelve a clock in the 
fame forenoon, and from two of the clock in the afternoon, 
until five a clock in the fame afternoon ; and that the faid hours, 
for the beginning and ending of the faid markets, fhall be known 
by the ringin of the markee bell in the hall aforefaid, appoint- 
ed for that ufe and purpofe, and the fame to be held and con- 
tinued weekly throughout the whole year, except days of hu- 
miliation or thankfgiving appointed to be otherwife fet apart by 
act of parliament, or publick authority ; and the keepers of the 
faid hall fhal not permit or fuffer any buying or felling of any 
woollen cloth at the faid hall, in or upon any other days or 
hours, than upon the market days and hours appointed, as a- 
forefaid, upon the penalty of one hundred pounds. 

II. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, T hat 
the governors of Blackwell Hiall, and their deputies, fhall fet 
forth and appoint unto the clothiers of all counties, that fhall 
bring up cloth to fell at the faid publick market, the moft con- 
venient room in the faid hall for the fale of their cloth, and 
likewife warehoufe room for the lodging and fafe keeping of any 
cloth of the faid clothiers unfold, the clothiers or their fervants 
paying unto the hall-keepers the ancient duties of the faid hall, 
and no more. 

IlI. And for the further encouragement of the faid publick 
market, be it enacted by the authority aforefaid, “I hat no factor 
or any perfon or perfons whatfoever, other than the owner of 
the cloth, fhall fell, caufe to be fold, or expofe to fale, out of 
the faid market of Blackwell Hall, any cloth configned or di- 
rected by the owner thereof to be brought to the faid market of 
Blackwell Fall, or to any factor there, to be fold, upon the pe- 
nalty of five pounds for every fuch cloth fo fold. 

IV. And be it further enacted, T hat the hall-keepers, clerks, 
and mafter-porters of the faid hall, fo far as they are hereby 
concerned, fhall take care that all the rules and orders appoint- 
ed to be obferved by this act, in every branch of it, be put in 
execution; and fhall alfo diligently and faithfully keep their 
books, and weekly regifters, of all the cloths bought and fold 
in the faid market ; in which books and regifters they, and every 
of them, as they are concerned in their refpective places, fhall 
truly enter the names, furnames, and places of habitation of 
the owner, buyer, and feller, of every the faid cloths, together 
with the time of the fale thereof, and likewife of the factor, or 
any other perfon (other than the owner) buying or felling the 
fame, to the end clothiers and others concerned may be fatif- 
fied how their cloths are difpofed of from time to time, to which 
faid books it fhall be lawful for the faid clothiers, their agents 
and fervants, at all convenient times to have recourfe without 
any fee, gratuity, or reward to be paid for the fame; and if any 
hall-keeper, clerk, or mafter-perter, fhall neglect _to perform 
his duty herein, he fhall for cvery fuch offence forteit the fum 


of ten pounds: and in cafe any períon or perfons, from toi 
after 
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after the faid firft day of AZazy, thall buy any cloth of any factor 
or factors, or other perfon or perfons, except of the owner of 
fuch cloth, otherwife than for ready money ; that then, and in 
every fuch cafe, the factor or factors, perfon or perfons felling 
fuch cloth, fhall within twelve days ne.:t after the fale and de- 
livery of the fame, take or demand a note in writing from the 
perfon or perfons buying fuch cloth, teftifying under the hand 
of the buyer of the cloths fo fold, and the fum of money fuch 
cloth was fold for, and payable by fuch buyer, to the owner of 
fuch cloth, according to the contract, and fhall deliver on de- 
mand fuch note, with notice of fuch buyer’s ufual place of a- 
bode thereon fubfcribed, to the owner of the cloth fo fold, or 
to any perfon authorized by the owner to demand and receive 
the fame, on pain to forfeit to the owner or owners of fuch 
cloth, for every neglect or refufal of demanding fuch note, or 
fuch delivery thereof, with notice as aforefaid, double the value 
of the cloth fo fold, to the owner or owners of fuch cioth, and 
if any merchant, woollen draper, or trader in the woollen ma- 
mufacture, buying any woollen cloth upon truft, fhall refufe or 
meglec+ to give fuch note as aforefaid, upon requeft to him for 
that purpofe to be made at any time after eight days next after 
the fale and delivery of the faid cloth, he fhall forfeit for every 
fuch offence the fum of twenty fhillings for every cloth fo fold, 
to the owner of the faid cloth; and every piece of cloth, not 
actually returned within eight days next after the fale and de- 
livery of the fame, fhall be and is hereby adjudged, deemed, 
and taken to be paffed and approved of by the buyer as a mer- 
chantable cloth ; and all contracts, a and agreements, 
for the allowing of any longer time for the pafling of any cloth, 
fhall be and are hereby declared to be void. 

V. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, I hat 
all the forfeitures and penalties impofed by virtue of this act, 
fhall or may be fued for and recovered by action of debt, bill, 

laint or information, in any of his Majefty’s courts of record, 
in which no effoin, wager of law, or protection, and but one 
imparlance fhall be allowed; and if not otherwife herein before 
difpofed of, one moiety thereof fhall be to the ufe of his Ma- 
jetty, his heirs and fucceffors, and the other to the informer. 

VI. Provided always, and be it enacted by the authority a- 
forefaid, “That if the owner of the cloth fhall neglect to fue 
for any of the penalties and forfeitures he fhall be intitled to 
by virtue of this act, by the fpace of fix months next after the 
offence committed, then it fhall and may be lawful for any 
other perfon to fue for and recover the fame, and cne molety 
thereof fhall be to the ufe of his Majefty, his heirs and fuccet- 
fors, and the other to the informer. 

VII. And to prevent fraudulent practices of factors as to the 
effects of clothiers in their hands, and as to the debts due to 
clothiers, contracted for by fuch factors; be it further enacted 
by the authority aforcfiid, “hat every perfon being a known or 
reputed factor for felling cloth in the faid market of Bertici 
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Hail, thall, before the four and twentieth day of Sune, ono 
thoufand fix hundred ninety feven, if thereunto requefted by 
any clothier or owner of cloth, give and deliver a true and par- 
ticular account in writing to fuch clothier or owner of cloth, of 
the effects of fuch clothier or owner of cloth, which now are, 
or before the firft day of AZzy, one thoufand fix hundred ninety 
feven, fhall be in the hands of fuch factor, and the particular 
cloths of fuch clothier or owner of cloth fold by fuch factor, and 
of the particular fums of money due to fuch clothier or owner 
of cloth by any contract of fuch factor, and of the re{pective 
names and places of abode of every perfon from whom fuch 
fums are due; and if any fuch factor fhall refufe or neglect to 
give and deliver fuch account as aforefaid, he fhall forfeit to 
the perfon or perfons to whom he ought to give and deliver 
fuch account ten pounds, to be recovered and fued for as afore-

OR relief of his Majefty’s good fubjects againft caufelefs 

and unjuft fuits, and for the better enabling them to reco- 
ver their juít rights ; be it enacted by the King’s moft excellent 
majeíty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpi- 
ritual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent parliament 
afflembled, and by the authority of the fame, “Chat from and 
after the five and twentieth day of AZarch, which fhall be in the 
year of our Lord one thoufand fix hundred ninety and feven, 
where feveral perfons fhall be made defendants to any action or 
plaint of trefpafs, affault, falfe imprifonment, or Ejectione firmeas 
and any one or more of them fhall be upon thetrial thereof ac- 
quitted by verdict, eve perfon or perfons fo acquitted fhall 
Ihave and recover his cofts of fuit, in like manner as if a ver- 
dict had been given againft the plaintiff or plaintiffs, and ac- 
quitted all the defendants ; anlel the judge, before whom fuch 
caufe fhall be tried, fhall immediately after the trial thereof, in 
open court, certify upon the record under his hand, that there 
was a reafonable caufe for the making fuch perfon or perfons a 
defendant or defendants to fuch action or plaint. 


Il. And forafmuch as for want a a fufficient provifion by law for 
Vor.

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the payment of cofts of fuit, divers evil difpofed perfons are encouraged

one of thofe breaches, and to affefs the damages that the plain- 
tiff fhall have fuftained thereby ; in which writ it fhall be com- 
manded to the faid juftices or juftice of affize, or Nifi pritsy 
that he or they fhall make a return thereof to the court from 
whence the fame fhall iffue, at the time in fuch writ mentioned A 
and in cafe the defendant or defendants, after fuch judgment 
entred, and before any execution executed, fhall pay unto the 
court where the action fhall be brought, to the ufe of the plain- 
tiff or plaintiffs, or his or their executors or adminiftrators, 
fuch damages fo to be affefied by reafon of all or any of the 
breaches of fuch covenants, together with the cofts of fuit, 2 
{tay of execution of the faid judgment fhall be entred upon 
record ; or if by reafon of any execution executed, the plaintiff 
or plaintiffs, or his or their executors or adminiftrators, fhall 
be fully paid or fatisfied all fuch damages fo to be affefied, to- 
gether with his or their cofts of fuit, and all reafonable charges 
and expences for executing the faid execution, the body, lands, 
or goods of the defendant, fhall be thereupon forthwith dif- 
charged from the faid execution, which fhall likewife be entred 
upon record ; but notwithftanding in each cafe fuch judgment 
fhall remain, continue, and be, as a further fecurity to anfwer 
to the plaintiff or plaintiffs, and his or their executors or admi- 
niftrators, fuch damages as fhall or may be fuftained for further 
breach of any covenant or covenants in the fame indenture, 
deed, or writing contained, upon which the plaintiff or plain- 
tiffs may have a Scire facias upon the faid judgment againít 
the defendant, or againít his heir, terre-tenants, or his execu- 
tors or adminiftrators, fuggefting other breaches of the faid co- 
venants or agreements, and to fummon him or them refpećtive- 
ly to fhew caufe why execution fhall not be had or awarded up- 
on the faid judgment, upon which there fhall be the like pro- 
ceeding as was in the action of debt upon the faid bond of 
obligation, for affeffing of damages upon trial of iffues joined 
upon fuch breaches, or inquiry thereof upon a writ to be award- 
ed in manner as aforefaid ; and that upon payment or fatisfaction 
in manner as aforefaid, of fuch future damages, coits, and 
charges, as aforefaid, all further proceedings on the faid judg- 
ment, are again to be ftayed, and fo foties quoties, and the de- 
fendant, his body, lands, or goods, fhall be difcharged out of 
execution, as aforefaid.

An a& for continuing feveral addttional impofitions upon fe- 
veral goods and merchandizes. 

















Moft gracious Sovereign, 
W * your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal fubjects, the 
commons afiembled in parliament, for a further fupply 


of your Majefty’s extraordinary occasions, and the effectual 
profecution 
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profecution of the war againft France, and for fatisfaction of 
fuch perfons who have advanced and lent monies into your Ma- 
jefty’s Exchequer for the purpofes aforefaid, have cheerfully and 
unanimouily given and granted unto your Majefty the impofi- 
tions and duties he:ein after mentioned, for and during the 
term hereafter expreffed, and do moft humbly befeech your Ma- 
jefty that it may be enacted; and be it enacted by the King’s 
moit excellent majefty, by and with the advice and confent of 
the lords fpiritual and temporal, and commons, in parliament 
afflembled, and by the authority of the fame, That the feveral 
additional and other rates, impofitions, duties, and charges, 
upon goods and merchandize imported into this kingdom of 
England, dominion of /¥ales, and town of Berwick upon Tweed, 
and from thence exported, mentioned, exprefled, and granted 
in and by an act made in the fourth and fifth years of the reign 
of his prefent Majefty and the late Queen AZary, intituled, 47 
act for granting to their Adajefties certain additional itmpofitions up- 
on feveral goods and merchandizes, for the profecuting the prefent war 
againft France, fhall be continued from the firft day of Adarch, 
in the year of our Lord one thoufand fix hundred nincty fix, 
and be raifed, levied, collected, anfwered, and paid unto his 
Majeíty, his heirs and fucceflors, until the feventeenth day of 
Aay, in the year of our Lord one thoufand fix hundred ninety 
feven; and that the faid act, and all powers, provifions, penal- 
ties, articles, and ciaufes, therein contained, fhall continue and 
be of full force and effect, until the faid feventeenth day of Aay» 
one thoufand fix hundred ninety feven, and fhall be applied, 
practifed, and executed, for raifing, levying, collecting, an- 
fwering, and paying the faid additional duties, and other rates 
and impofitions hereby continued, according to the tenor and 
intent of this prefent act.

An a& for the compleating the building and adorning the 
cathedral church of Saint Paul, London, and for repair- 
ing the collegiate church of Saint Peter, Weitmiuntfter. 


WW HEREAS by an acl made in the parliament begun at W eft- 
minfter the nineteenth day of May, in the year of our Lord 
one thoufand fix hundred eighty and five, and in the firft year of the 
vyeign of the late King James the Second, intituled, An act for re- 
building, finifhing, and adorning of the cathedral church of 
Saint Paul’s, London, it was cnacied, That for alt forts of coals, 
which from and after the nine and twentieth day of September, ove 
thoufand fix hundred eighty and feven, and before the nine ant tween 
tieth day of September, one thoufand feven hundred, fhould be im- 
ported and brought into the port of the faid city of London, or the 
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river of Thames, within the liberty of the faid city upon the fame 
river, there foould be paid by way of impofition thereupon, over and 
befides all other impofitions and duties, according to the rates therein 
after mentioned (that is fay) For all fort of coals and culm as are 
wfually fold by the chaldron, for every chaldron thereof, containing 
thirty fix bufhels Wiinchefter mea/fure, the fum of eighteen pence 5 
and for fuch fort of coals as are fold by the tun, for every tun there- 
of, containing twenty hundred weight, the like fume eighteen pentes 
which faid impofition of eighteen pence for every chaldron or tun o 
coals the faid ač? doth appoint how to be colleéted and paid, and in the 
jirft place to be applied and difpofed to the rebuilding, finifhing, ana 
adorning the faid cathedral of Saint Paul’s, and for the compleating 
parochial churches, as by the faid aé? more at large appears - And 
guhereas not only the monies hitherto received for the faid duty, but 
feveral great fums of money advanced upon the credit of the faid act 
( a confiderable part whereof is now owing) and all other fupplies have 
com carefully expended and laid out about the faid work, whereby the 
fame is far advanced, and yet by reafon of the extraordinary expence 
of shipping in time of war, and e AE of materials, the money Bi- 
iherto provided far the works intended by the faid ač? hath proved de- 
feétive; and unlefs Jome further provifion be made for compleating the 








Yfaid works, that which is already done will be greatly damaged, if 


not wholly loft; and in cafe the fame Jfhall be compleated, it will be 
neceffary that Jome other things be done, both for the convenience ana 
ornament of the faid cathedral church, &c. 

Duty laid on coals and culm from 29 Sept. 1700. to z9 Sept. 1716- For 
every chaldron, 12d. Every tun, 12d. to be applied. One fixth part to 
the repairing Saint Peter's Weftminiter. 3,000 l. out of theie duties to be 
paid in 4 years towards building Saint Thomas church in Southwark. 
The ftipend to the furveyor general of the building ot St. Paul's thall be 
paid in the proportions tollowing ; one moiety yearly, and the other moi- 
ety in one intire fum, within fix months after finifhing the church.

CAP. XVI. 
An aél for enlarging common highways. 


HEREAS anat made in the thirteenth and fourteenth years 
of the reign of King Charles the Second, for enlarging com- 
mon highways, is expired, and that the ordinary courfe appointed by 
the laws and ftatutes of tbis realm is not fufficient pom the enlarging 
of the highways of this kingdom; be it enacted by the King’s 
moft excellent majefty, by and with the advice and confent of 
the lords fpiritual and temporal, and the commons, in this 
prefent parliament affembled, and by the authority of the fame, 
‘Chat the juftices of the peace of any county, city, riding, divi- 
fion, liberty, or place, or the major part of them; being five 
at the leaft, at their quarter feffions, fhall have power to enlarge 
or widen any highways in their refpective counties, ridings, di- 
vifions, liberties, or places, fo that the ground to be taken into 


the faid highways do not exceed eight yards in breadth, oie 
that 
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that the faid power do not extend to pull down any houfe, or 


to take away the ground of any garden, orchard, court, or yard: 
and for the fatisfaction of the perfons who are owners of or may 
be interefted in the faid ground that fhall be laid into the faid 
highways, the faid juftices are hereby impowered to impanel a 
jury before them, and to adminifter an oath to the faid jury, 
that they will affiefs fuch damages to be given, and recompence 
to be made, to the owners and others intereited in the faid 
ground rent or charge refpectively, for their refpective interefts, 
as they fhall think reafonable, not exceeding five anc twenty 
years purchafe for lands fo laid out, and likewife fuch recom- 
pence as they fhall think reafonable, for the making of a new 
ditch and fence to that fide of the highway that fhall be fo en- 
larged, and alfo fatisfaction to any perfon that may be otherwife 
injured by the enlarging of the faid highways ; and upon pay- 
ment of the faid money fo awarded, or leaving it in the hands 
of the clerk of the peace of the refpective county, for the ufe 
of the owner, or F others interefted in the faid ground, the 
intereít of the faid perfons in the faid ground rent or charge 
íhall be for ever diverted out of them; and the faid ground, 
and all other grounds that fhall be laid into any highway by 
virtue of this act, fhall be efteemed and taken to be a publick 
highway to all intents and purpofes whatfoever; and the faid 
juftices of the peace for any county, city, riding, divifion, li- 
berty, or other place, or the major part of them, being five at 
the lcat, fhall have power to order one or more affef{ment or 
affefIments to be made, levied, or collected, upon all and every 
the inhabitants, owners, or occupiers of lands, houfes, tene- 
ments, or hereditaments, in their refpective parifhes or places, 
that ought to repair the fame, to fuch perfon and perfons, and 
in fuch manner, as the faid juftices at fuch feffhons fhall direct 
and appoint; and the money thereby raifed fhall be employed 
and accounted for, according to the order and direction of the 
faid juftices, for and towards the purchafing of the land to en- 
large the faid highways, and for the making the faid ditches and 
fences ; and the faid affeffment fhall, by order of the faid juttices, 
be levied by the overfeers of the highways, by diftrefs and fale 
of the goods of perfons fo antleffed, not paying the fame with- 
in ten days after demand, rendring the overplus of the value of 
the goods fo diftrained to the owner and owners thereof; the 
meceflary charges of mak.ng and felling fuch goods being firft 
Geducted. 

Wi. Provided neverthelefs, and be it enacted, That no fuch 
aflefiment or affieflments made in any one year, for enlarging of 
highways, fhall exceed the rate of fix pence im the pound of 
the yearly income of any lands, houfes, tenements and heredi- 
taments, nor the rate of fix pence in the pound for perfonal eftates. 

Ii. Amd that no perfon may be furprized by the power con- 
tained im this act, but may have timely noticeto appear to make 
their complaints to the faid juftices; be it enacted by the autho- 
rity aforefaid, That the juftices of the peace of any county, city, 
riding, divifion, liberty or place. or the major part of them, 
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being five at the leaft, at their quarter feffions, at the requeft of 
any perfon, for the putting in execution the powers contained 
in this act for the enlarging of highways, fhall iffue out their 
precepts to the owner or owners of ground, or others interefted 
in the fame, that are to be laid into the faid highways, to ap- 
pear at the next quarter feflions, or fhew caufe why the faid 
highways fhould not be enlarged ; any thing in this act contain- 
ed to the contrary notwithftanding. 
Tan months IV. Provided alfo, and be it enacted by the authority afore- 
or etc r faid, That if any order or decree fhall be made by the faid ju- 
on neglet —_—sftices for the laying out of ground for the enlarging of high- 
timber tobe ways, that the owners or proprietors of the faid ground have 
fold, &c. hereby free liberty, within eight months after fuch order, to 
cut down any wood or timber growing upon the faid ground, 
or upon the neglect thereof, that the fame fhall be fold by order 
of the faid juftices, and the owners of fuch wood or timber fhall 
Charges de- receive the full of what fhall be made of fuch wood or timber 5 
ducted. the charges of working the fame being firft deducted. 
E toche V. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, T hat 
judges of af- 3t fhall and may be lawful for any perfon aggrieved by the order 
fize. ar decree of the faid juftices, to appeal to the judges of aflize 
at the next aflize only, to be held for the county where fuch de- 
cree or order fhall be made; and any of the faid judges are 
hereby impowered to re-examine, affirm or reverfe the faid for- 
mer order and decree, as in judgment they fhall think fit, and 
ean e ze le- if affirmed, to award cofts againft fuch appellants for their vex- 
P ation and delay, and to caufe the fame to be levied by diftrefs 
and fale of the appellants goods, rendring the overplus (if any 
fuch be) to the faid appellants.

by authorized and impowered to hear and determine fuch appeal,

FHEIEREAS y an acl of parliament made in the thirteenth and 

fourteenth years of Charles the Second, late King of Eng- 
land, insituled, An act tor repairing the highways and fewers, 
and paving and keeping clean the ftreets, in and about the cities 
of London and Wefiminfter, and for reforming of annoyances and 
diforders inthe ftreets of, and places adjacent to, the faid cities, 
and for the regulating and licencing of hackney coaches, and 
for the enlarging of feveral ftrait and inconvenient ftreets and 
pafiages, if was among other things enaéled, That every load of hay, 
which from the firf? day of May, one thoufand fix hundred fixty and 
two, J/hould be brought, and fiand to be fold upon any the ways in 
that ač? expreffed and adjudged fit to be new paved, should pay fix 
pence for every load, and likewtfe every cart of ftraw ta be fold iz the 
faid places fhculd, after the faid day, pay two pence, which faid fums 

Should be paid to the commiffioners which fhould be appointed for the 

paving and mending the highways and ftreets, or fuch as they fbould 

appoint, for and towards the paving of the fireets and highways: and 

orafmuch as the faid acl is now expired, the owners of fuch hay carts 
and firqu: carts, which are daily brought into and fiand in a fireet 
commonly called the Hay Market, ling and being in the partf/bes of 

Saint Maartin’s in the Fields, and Saint James’s within the liberty 

of Wettminfter, Sy reafon whereof the repairs of the fata ftreet are 

rown a great charge to the parifhioners there inhabiting, and cannot 
by law be compelled to contribute towards the paving, repairing and 
apmendipg the Jfaidftrect, to the great grievance of the faid partifbioners ; 
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may it therefore pleafe your moft excellent Majefty that it may 
be enacted, and be it cnacted by the King’s moft excellent ma- 
jeity, by and with the advice and confeci: -f the lords fpiritual 
and temporsl, and commons, in this prefeii. fu:s1ament affem- 
bled, and by the authority of the fame, I` hat from and after the 
five and twentieth day of AZarch, which fhall be in the year of 
our Lord one thoufand fix hundred ninety feven, the owner of 
every cart-load or parcel of hay, which fhall be brought into 
and itand to be fold in the faid {treet commonly called the flay 
Mfarket, thall pay to fuch perfon or perfons as fhall be appoint- 
ed by the juitices of the peace of the county of Afiddlefex, and 
city and liberty of 722 /?7min/sier, the fum of three pence, and like- 
wite that the owner of every cart-load or parcel of ftraw, which 
flhall be brought into and ftand to be fold in the faid ftreet, fhall 
after the faid day pay the fur of one peny,;in cafe of the parifh- 
1omers of the faid parithes, to fuch perfon or perfons who fhall 
be appointed from time to time, for and towards the paving, 
repairing, and amending the faid {treet called the Hay Afarket. 

Il. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That the owner or owners of any fuch cart-load or parcel of 
hay or ftraw, having paid the refpective fums aforefaid, and the 
fame being then nox fold, but remaining to be brought to be 
fold the next market day, fuch cart-load or parcel of hay or 
{traw fhall not pay again the like fum as above, the next market 
day, for {tanding there to be fold. ; 

HI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That in cafe any owner or owners of fuch cart-load or parcel 
of hay or ftraw thall, after the faid five and twentieth day of 
March, refufe to pay the fum of three pence for every fuch cart- 
load or parcel of hay, and the faid fum of one peny for every 
fuch cart-load or parcel of ftraw, brought into, and {ftanding in, 
the faid itreet called the Flay Wlarket, as aforefaid, it fhall and 
may be lawful, after demand thereof made by fuch perfon or 
perions as thall be thereunto lawfully authorized, to levy the 
fame upon the goods and chattels of the offender or offenders, 
by warrant of diftrefs, which any juttice of the peace of the 
county of Afiddifex, or the faid city and liberty of /¥e/#minfters, 
is hereby authorized to srant under his hand and feal, on oath 
to be made before him by the party who demanded the fame, 
that the fame is refufed to be paid, and that it is not paid; 
which faid goods and chattels thall and may be fold within three 
days after the diftrefs made, and the Ooverplus to be returned to 
the owner, the charge of the diftrefs being only deducted. 

IV. And for preventing all difputes concerning the extent of 
the faid ftreet ; be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That it thall be conftrued to extend in length from the old toll 
poit at the upper end of the Tay Afarket, over againft a houfe 
lately called Coventry Heule, to the Phenix inn at the lower end 
of the faid Afzy Afarket, and the houfe over again{t it, and in 
breadth from the channel running by the houfes onthe eaft- 
fide to the channel running by the houfes on the weit-fide, at 
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which places pofts or {tones fhall be fet up by the directions of 
the faid juftices of peace, which fhall be efteemed to be the 
bounds and extent of the faid market. 
V. And whereas by an ac made in the fecond year of his prefent 
Miajefiy and the late Queen Mary, intituled, An act for paving 
and cleanfing the ftreets in the cities of Loudon and /¥ecftminfter, 
and fuburbs and liberties thereof, and out parifhes in the county 
of Aiidlefex, and in the borough of Southwark, and other places 
within the weekly bills of mortality in the county of Surrey, and 
for regulating the markets therein mentioned, 7% t7s armon 
other things enaéied, Thut from and after the fifteenth day of De- 
cember, ove thoufand fin hundred and ninety, no perfon or perfons 
wheatfocver fhoutld permit or Juffer his or their Waggon, Cart, or larry, 
to Jand or be in the place called the Hay Market near Piccadilly, zz 
the partfhes of Saint Martin’sin the Fields amd Saint James’s with- 
tn the liberties of Weftminfter, Joaden with hay or ftraw, to fell the 
Jeme, from Michaelmas ro Lady day, after two of the clock in the 
afternoon, and from Lady day zo Michaelmas after three of the 
clock in the afternoon, on pain to forfeit for every offence and neglect 
Jive Shillings refpeétively : and whereas divers perfons ufing the faid 
place called the Hay Market, zear Piccadilly aforef/aid, have had 
several informaticus againf?t them for offending againft the fatd flatute, 
and paid the penalties thereof, which hath been chiefiy eccafioned by the 
want of convenient notice before the times limited by the faid acél did 
determine, and feveral informations on the faid act have been given 
long after the fuppofed offences committed, whereby the feveral perfons 
wfing the faid Hay Market, by rhe length of time, have not been able 
to difprove fuch infcrmations, which hath been a great mifchief and 
difcouragement to the perfons ufing the faid Hay Market: for pre- 
vention of which mifchiefs and inconveniencies for the time to 
come, be it enacted by the authority aforefaid, “I hat the faid 
erfon or perfons, fo to be from time to time appointed to col- 
ect the faid toll, do twice on every market day, to wit, on 
L uefday, Thurfday, and Saturday in every week, ring, or caufe to 
be rung, a large hand bell round the faid place called the Hayv 
Atdarket, before any forfeiture of five fhillings for the faid offence 
fhall be incurred, whereof the firft time to be an hour before, 
and the laft time at the expiration of the faid refpective hours

within the faid county, or city and liberty of Wefiminfter, before 
the next immediate fucceeding market day, of which complaint 
notice fhall be given to the party offending, the next time he 
comes to the faid market, or elfe no perfon or ons ufing the 
faid Hay AZarket {hall be liable to or chargeable with any for- 
feiture or forfeitures, for ftaying longer im the faid market for 
the purpofes aforefaid, than in and by the faid recited act is 
limited and appointed; the faid recited act or any thing therein 
contained to the contrary thereof in any wife notwithftanding.- 
VII. And to the end a true account may be given of the 
toll to be gathered and received oy virtue of this act, be it

‘That in all cafes where any further or other provifion, or any 
alteration, is made by any other act or acts of parliament now 
in beinz, in relation to the faid duties upon vellum, parchment, 
and paper, fuch other provifions or alterations fhall be obferved 
and complied with during the continuance of the term hereby 
granted in the fame duties ; any thing herein contained to the 
contrary notwithitanding. 

XIV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, Duties on 
‘That the rates, duties, impofitions, and fums of money, grant- marriages, 
ed to his Majefty, by an act pafied in the fixth and feventh years births, and 
of his reign, intituled, An aé? for granting to his Adajefty certain apg i pi 
rates and duties upon marriages, births, and burials, and upon iA b e a 
batchelors, and widowers, for the term of five ycars, for carrying on m 1 Zot. 
the : 
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the war againf? France with vigour, and which were thereby to 
commence from the farft day of AZazy, one thoufand fix hundred 
minety five, fhall be, and are hereby continued, from and after 
the expiration of the faid term of five years, until the faid firft 
day of Auguft, which fhall be in the year of our Lord one thou- 
fand feven hundred and fix, and no longer, and fhall be raifed, 
Jevied, collected, anfwered, and paid unto his Majefty, in the 
fame manner and form, and by fuch rules, ways, and means, 
and under fuch penaities and forfeitures, as are mentioned in 
the fame act for raifing, levying, collecting, anfwering, and pay- 
ing the fame, and which were thereby preícribed for the four 
laít years of the term thereby granted ; and that the faid recited 
act laft mentioned, and every article, rule, and claufe, therein

XV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
‘That the rates, duties, impofitions, and fums of money, grant- 
ed by an act paffed in the feventh and eighth years of his 1 aje- 
fty’s reign, intituled, Anz aé for granting to his Mdajefiy feveral 
rates or duties on boufes, for making good the deficiency of the clipped 
w10€¥, and which were thereby to continue for and during the 
term of feven years, from the five and twentieth day of Alarch, 
one thoufand fix hundred ninety fix, fhall be, and are hereby 
continucd, from and after the expiration of the faid term of fe- 
ven years, until the faid firt day of Auguft, which fhall be in 
the year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and fix, and 
no longer ; and fhall be raifed, levied, collected, anfwered, and 
paid unto his Majefty, in the fame manner and form, and by 
fuch rules, ways, and means, and under fuch penalties and for- 
feitures, as are mentioned inthe fame act for rarfing, collecting, 
levying, anfwering, and paying the fame, and which were there- 
by prefcribed ror the fix lait years of the term thereby granted 5; 
and that the fame act, and all powers, provifions, penalties,

And torthe better afcertaining and collecting the faid feve- 
ral rates and duties upon marriages, births, and burials, and upon 
batchelors and widowers, and the faid feveral rates and dutics 
upon houfes; be it enacted, That it fhall and may be lawful to 
and for his Majetty, his heirs and fuccefiors, from and atter the 
five and twentieth day of Alarch, one thoufand tix hundred nine- 
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ty and feven, from time to time to give directions for conftitut- 
ing and appointing fuch perfon or perfons, as his Majefty, his 
heirs and fuccefiors, fhall think meet, to be the officer or offi- 
cers for the furvey and infpection of the rates and duties arifing 
upon marriages, births, and burials, and upon batchelors, and 
widowers, and of the regifter or regifters of all fuch marri- 
ages, births, and burials, within the feveral counties of Ezg- 
land, dominion of Wales, and town of Berwick upon Tweed, and 
alfo of the duties arifing upon houfes within the fame, and 
for viewing and numbring the feveral windows in each houfe 
(not already affefied at the rate of ten fhillings) and for the infpect- 
ing and examining the affefIments, or certificates thereof made 
and to be made from time to time in purfuance of the faid acts 
for granting the faid rates or duties, or any other thing belong- 
ing tothe fame: which officers, or any of them, fhall have full 
power to examine and fupervife the regifter and regifters of all 
marriages, births, and burials, and of the affef{ments of the 
fame, and the affieffments of the windows rated in every parifh 
and place, as aforefaid, and to take copy or copies, or extracts of 
fuch regifter and afiefiments, and at feafonable times, with a 
conftable, headborough, tythingman, or other officers of the 
refpective parifhes or places within the feveral counties of Eng- 
land, dominion of Zales, and town of Berwick upon Tweed, 
who are hereby required to afiift accordingly, to view and ex-

And whereas batchelors and widowers that are ferviants tn 
bufbandry, by their frequent removals are returned as fugitives, and 
efcape the payment of the duties to which they are liable by the said 
at ; be it further enacted, “I hat the duty or duties wherewith 
fuch fervant or fervants fhall be charged, fhall from time to time 
be paid by the matter or mittreis of tuch fervant, and be deduct- 
ed out of his, her, or their wages ; any thing in the faid aét 
contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

XVIII. And be it allo enacted and declared, That where an 
houfe fhall be inhahited by two yr more families, fuch ai 3 
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fhall neverthelefs be fubject to, and fhallin like manner pay the 







rates and duties charged on houfes by the faid act, as if fuch 
houfe were inhabited by one family only. 

XIX. And be it alfo enacted and declared by the authority 
aforeiaid, T` hat every edifice in any of the inns of court or chan- 
cery, being feverally in the tenure or occupation of any perfon 
or perfons, fhall be fubject to the fame rates and duties for the 
number of windows therein, as if it were an entire houfe ; and 
every houfe whereof the keeping only is committed or left to the 
care or charge of any perfon or fervant, who doth not pay to 
the church and poor, {fhall be fubject to the like rates and duties 
for the windows therein, as if it were inhabited by the occupier 
or by a tenant, and to be paid by the refpective occupiers or te- 
nants of the fame. 

XX. And for the better reftoring of the credit of the nation, 
and advancing the credit of the corporation of the governor and 
company of the bank of Ezgland; be it enacted by the authori- 
ty atorefaid, That the prefent common capital and principal 
ftock of the faid governor and company fhall be augmented and 
enlarged by the voluntary new fubficriptions of all fuch perfon 
and perfons, natives and foreigners, bodies politick or corporate, 
who fhall be willing to fubfcribe any fum or tums of money inta 
the faid prefent common capital and principal ftock, and to an- 
{wer and make good the fame, in manner as herein after is ap- 
pointed. 

X XI. And for the better fettling and adjufting the right and 
property of each member of the prefent corporation of the go- 
vernor and company of the bank of England, before any fuch en- 
largement as aforefzid be made thereunto ; be it further enacted 
by the authority aforetaid, That before the four and twentieth 
day of Fuly, one thoufand fix hundred ninety feven, the com- 
mon, capital, and principal {tock of the faid governor and com- 
pany fhall be computed and eftimated by the principal and in- 
tereit owing to them fromthe King, or any others, and by cafh or 
by any other effects, whereof the faid capital ftock fhall then real- 
ly confiit, over and above the value of the debts which they fhalf 
owe at the fame time for principal or intere{t to any other perfon 
or pertons whatiocver ; which computation fhall be made and 
fettled by fevcn of the prefent members of the faid corporation, 
to be elected for that purpofe at the general court of the old mem- 
bers, and by feven of the new fubicribers, to be nominated and 
elected by the major part of fuch new fubfcribers, who are here- 
by authorized to meet at any time within ten days after the 
four and twentieth day of “Fuze, one thoufand fix hundred 
ninety and feven, to make fuch election: and in cafe the faid 
members and fubfcribers fthall not fettle the fame before the 
faid four and twentieth day of Fuly, one thoufand fix hun-

incipal and intereft on the faid deficient funds as aforefaid, and 
fhal thereupon immediately, from time to time, by their war- 
rants and orders, caufe fuch money to be diftributed, applied 
and placed to the account of each tax, revenue or fund fo defi- 
cient as aforefaid, in the juft proportions before mentioned, and 
according to the-true intent and meaning of this act. 

. XLIII. And it is hereby enacted, That all the money, which 
fhall be fo diftributed or placed to the account of each and eve- 
ry of the faid deficient taxes, duties and funds, before enume- 
rated and exprefied, for or towards the payment of principal and 
mtere{t thereupon; fhall be iffued, paid out and difpofed, fo far

bailiff of the liberty of the duchy of ZLancaffer,. or high fheriff 
of the county of Surrey, or bailiff of the liberty of the borough 
of Southwark for the time being (as the cafe fhall require, if the 
plaintiff think it requifite) or their refpective deputy or depu- 
ties, officer or officers, to take, and they are hereby enabled 
refpectively to take the Poffe Comitatus, or fuch other power as to 
him or them or any of them fhall feem requifite, and enter the 
faid pretended privileged places, and any or either of them (as 
the cafe fhall require) and to arreft, and in cafe of refiftance or 
refufal to open the doors, to break open any door or doors to

W E your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal fubjeéis, the commons 
of England iz parliament affembled, taking notice that by di- 
vers acts of parliament now in force, whereof fome rin od terms of 
years yet unexpired, and others in perpetuity, are impofed upon all falt 
and rock falt made within the kingdom of England, dominion of 
Wales, and town A Berwick upon T weed, or taken out of any 
pit or pits within the fame, to be raifed, difpofed and applied to and 
Jor the feveral ufes and purpofes in the fame, or by Jome other ad? or 
aéis of parliament in that behalf, expreffed and declared; and being 
JSenfible that rock falt, which in and by the faid acts, or Jome of them, 
is chargeable with the faid duties, after the rate of one hundred and 
twenty pounds weight to the bufhbel, may be and is ufed in kind for 
curing fifh, flesh and other purpofes, without being refined into white 
falt, and all white falt made from brine, or otherwife, being charge-

W HEREAS the crimes of burglary and breaking open of houfes 
in a felonious manner, and the crime of Pcg ling goods pri- 
vately out of fhops and warehouses, commonly called Sho alime, and 
the ftealing sA horfes, are of late years much increafed, to the great 
detriment and unfpeakable lo/s of many of your Majefty’s good fubjelts, 
occafioned for want of due profecution and punifhment of offenders 
therein, and for want of encouragement to fuch as fhall vigoroufly en- 
deavour the apprehending of Juch malefaéors: for preventing where- 
of be it enacted by the King’s moft excellent majefty, by and

An a&t for the more effectual fuppreffion of piracy. 
HEREAS by an aé& of parliament made in the twenty eighth 
year cf the reign of King Henry the Eighth, it is enacted, 
That treafons, felonies, robberies, murders, and confederacies com- 
mitted on the fea, fbull be enquired of, tried, and determined accord- 
ing tothe common courfe of the laws of this land ufed for fuch offences 
upon the land within this realm ; whereupon the trial of thofe offenders 
before the admiral, or his lieutenant, or his commiffary, hath been al- 
together difufed > and whereas, that fince the making of the faid act, 
and efpecially of late years, it bath been found by experience, that per- 
fons committing piracies, robberies, and felonies on the feas, in or near 
the Eatt and W eft Indies, and in places very remote, cannot be brought 
to condign punif/bment without great trouble and charges in fending them 
into England fo be tried within the realm, as the uid Statute directs, 
infomuch that many idle and profligate perfons have been thereby encou- 
raged toturn pirates, and betake themfelves to that fort of wicked life, 
trufting that they fhall not, or at leaft cannot eafily, be queftioned for Juch 
their piracies and robberies, by reafon of the great trouble and expence 
that wiil neceffarily fall upon Juch as fhail attempt to apprehend aud pro- 
fecute them for the fame : and whereas the numbers of them are of late 
very much increafed, and their infolencies fo great, that unlefs fome 
fpeedy remedy be provided to fupprefs them, by a firié? and more eafy 
way for putting the ancient laws in that behalf in execution, the trade

&c. in thisag ‘Lhames, it hath oftentimes happened, that divers people paffing by 
by 2Geo.2. water upon the faid river, kave been put in danger of their lives and 
€. 26. goods, and many times have perifhed and been drowned, and this occa- 
fioned by the unfkilfulne/s and want of experience in wherrymen and 
watermen, and perfons out of the rule of any mafter or governor ; and 
Jor that in and by the faid aéts, the rulers and overfeers of the com- 
pany or fociety of watermen are not fifficiently impowered to make 
rules, orders, and confittutions, for the order, rule, and government of 
the watermen and wherrymen rowing cn the faid river, with pains

HEREAS the parliament of Scotland did in the reign of 
their late majeflies King William and Queen Mary, piw 
their defire of an union between the kingdoms of England and Scot- 
land, and in order thercuntoa did pafs an aé?, nominating commuffien- 
ers to treat Concerning the union of the two kingdoms : and whereas 
the Queen's moft excellent majefty, out of her princely zeal and care 
Jor the welfare and happinefs of her fubjeé?s, is defirous of a nearer 
and more compleat union between her two kingdoms of England and 
Scotland, and hath recommended to her parliament of England, from 
the throne, to confider of proper methods for obtaining the fame: to 
the end therefore that her Majefty’s royal and gracious purpofes 
may be accomplifhed, and fuch a farther union may be treated 
and agreed upon, as may compleat and confirm for ever a con- 
{tant mutual love and friendfhip between the fubjects of both 
realms; be it enacted by the Queen’s moft excellent majefty, 
by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and 
temporal, and of the commons in this prefent parliament aí-

may, in all humblencfs, be prefented to the Queen’s moft ex- 
cellent majefty, two other parts thereof to be offered to the 
confideration of the parliament for the realin of England, and 
another part to be offered to the confideration of the parliament

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for the realm of Scotland, at their next feffions, which fhall be 
held in each kingdom refpectively, after fuch writings or in-

duycr and the feller; be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s moft 
excellent majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the 
lords fpiritual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent par- 
liament affembled, and by the authority of the fame, That 
the meafure, commonly called Water meafure, fhall be round, 
and in diameter eighteen inches and an half within the hoop, 
and eight inches deep, and no more, and fo in proportion for 
any greater or leffer meafure; and that every meafure, com- 
epee ar dain Fater meafure, by which apples and pears are fold, 
fhall heaped as ufually ; and that whofoever fhall fell or buy 
any apples or pears by or with any other meafure, fhall forfeit 
for every fuch offence ten fhillings, one half to the informer, 
and the other half to the poor of the parifh where fuch offence 
fhall be committed, being thereof lawfully convicted by the 
oath of one fufficient witnefs before any juftice of the peace, 
mayor, or other head officer of the county, city, or town cor- 
porate, where the faid offence fhall be committed, who by vir- 
tue of this act fhall have power to adminifter an oath in that be- 
half, which faid fum of ten fhillings fhall be levied by warrant 
from the faid juftice af the peace, mayor, or other head officer, 
by the petty conftable of the fame parifh, of the goods and 
chattels of fuch offenders, by way of diitrefs and fale of the of- 
fender’s poods, rendring to the offender or offenders the over- 
lus.

HEREAS by one aé made in a parliament bolden at Weft- 
minfter, in the eleventh year of the reign of our late Jove- 
reign lord King William the Third, intituled, An act for granting 
unto his Majefty an aid by fale of the forfeitcd and other eftates 
and interefts in Ireland, and by a land tax in Eugland, for the 
feveral purpofes therein mentioned, /7¢ is provided, That the fum 
of one and twenty thoufand pounds, therein mentioned, fhould be paid 
to and amongft the feveral perfons, who were purchafers af any efiate of 
inheritance, of any of the forfeited lands or effutes in lreland, under 
the grantees thereof, who fhould prove the actual payment of their 
purchafe-money, before the truftees mentioned in the faid ad? for fale 
of the forfeited eftates in Ireland, on or before the tenth day of Au- 
ft, one thoufand fiven hundred, to be divided amongf? fuch purcha- 
oa, in proportion to the fums by them refpectively paid for their pool 
ral purchases : and whereas in purfuance of the faid att, feveral per-

efcape, and go at large, without fatisfuciion made to the rejpeétive 
Plaintiffs cr creditors, and without difchurging fuch debts, or fatis-

the great damage cf honef? creditors, the decreafe of perfonal ercdit,

fame, That from and after the twenty fourth day of ‘June, Penalty on 
one thoufand feven hundred and three, if any perfon or per- perfonsim- 
fons imployed in the working up the woollen, linen, fuftian, Pera 
cotton, or iron manufactures within this kingdom, fhall 1M - jinen manu- 
bezel or purloin any wefts, thrums, or ends of yarn, or any factures, &c. 
other materials of wool, hemp, flax, cotton, or iron, with and imbezcl-
